It’s terrace 
was a constantly changing; color- 
ful movie set across vhich wan- 
dered an endless parade of made- 
up stars and bit players, all in 


costume. There were uniforms 
enough to make many coats of 
many colors. There were sheiks 
from the desert, their robes dusty 
and yellow with washings in mud- 
dy pools. There were sheiks who 
were never out of the fleshpots. 
Their robes and the turbans 
gleamed with silken cords. and 
jewels. There were officers of 
many nations, their chests heavy 
with medals. And there were 
Egyptians, Levantines, and many 
men in fezes, their faces dark 
and mysterious. There were the 
ambassadors, consuls, attaches, 
and agents of many lands, And 
there were the ladies, mysterious 
and veiled, brazen and bold, 
beautiful and young, sophisti- 
cated and hard. All these went 
in and out of Shepheard’s or 
sat for a while on the terrace, 
sipping Turkish coffee, gimlets, 
pink gins, martinis or the in- 
evitable scotch-and-soda. And 
always there was the warm sun, 
and lambent light. Guides and 
dragomen loitered before the 
hotel, as did runners for brothels 
and illicit attractions. The parade 
in the street was almost as varied 
as that of Shepheard’s lobby and 
terrace. 


‘Gullah-Gullah’ 


Chief among the attractions, 
for me-at any rate, were the 
“Gullah-Gullah” men. They were 
magicians who wandered and 
down and what their phrase 
meant, neither they nor the stu- 
dents of antiquity knew. They 
would come along, sharp of eye, 
obsequious and sad, calling out 
“Gullah, gullah, gullah,” and it 
took but an inquisitive look to 
have them leap to the terrace and 
begin pulling live baby chicks 
from beneath the lapel, the coat, 
or dress of the unhappy customer. 

They were very, very good 
with the baby chicks, causing 
them to appear and disappear 
with great skill. The shrill shrieks 
of handsome ladies, on having a 
chirping baby chick pulled from 
beneath their jackets were charm- 
ing to hear and uneasiness of a 
newly arrived male at having 
two or three of the infant fowls 
placed in his lap was good for 
a guffaw from the veterans of 
the terrace.

, The hotel was a huge barn of 
@ place, and a rabbit-warren of 
hallways and passages. The 
service was not too good and 
less than half the rooms had 
baths. The architecture was re- 
portedly the cause of so much 
drunkenness on the part of visit- 
ing architects. There were gables 
and turrets and a lot of ginger- 
bread stuff. Labor was cheap 
and there was a swarm of serv- 
ants, bellboys, bearers and hall 
boys, all dressed in oriental dress 
and all possessed of itching 
palms, and a manner which was 
a mixture of obsequience and 
insolence. The cocktail lounge 
seemed to be about 100 yards 
long, and there one could see 
fiction and movie types at the 
small tables, most of them look- 
ing like characters out of a thrill- 
er novel about spies and in- 
trigue. 

* Shepheard’s was one of the 
great hotels of the old days and 
it figured in almost every book 
of fiction or travel written about 
Egypt and the mysterious Nile. 
I saw it in 1946 and, with Allied 
troops gone, it was lonely for the 
eld riches, but still a show.

Twenty-four countries voted for 
a watered-down Chinese resolu- 
tion accusing the Soviet Union of 
obstructing Nationalist China’s ef- 
forts to regain control over Man- 
churia after the surrender of Ja- 
pan and of giving military aid to 
the Chinese Communists. Nine 
countries voted “no,” and 25 ab- 
stained, but the vote was enough 
to guarantee the two-thirds ma- 
jority needed for final approval 
when the resolution goes before a 
plenary session. 


For the second consecutive day, 
debate on the Chinese charges 
were marked by sharp accusations 
and countercharges on the tense 
situation in Southeast Asia. The 
Soviet repeated—and the United 
States denied—complaints that the 
West was arming along the 
frontiers of Communist China for 
attacks against the Peiping regime.

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A Business That Needs Breaking Up 


We were disturbed early yesterday when 
we heard talk that the bill setting up a three- 
day wait for marriage licenses in Georgia 
might be killed in the committee. The rumor 
said that the squires and thé others in the bor- 
der counties who profit from the bonanza busi- 
ness in quickie marriages have been putting 
on the pressure. 

We don’t believe that it could happen, 
that the committee will listen to selfish in- 
terests and let a good bill die. That would 
be a concession to greed at the expense of 
human welfare. 

It hasn’t happened yet. We trust that it 
won't. A public hearing before the special 
judiciary committee of the House started late 
yesterday and will be resumed this afternoon. 

If you don’t think the marriage business 
is flourishing in our border counties, then 
read these statistics. Last year one border 
. county issued 25 per cent of the licenses in 
the state. Three such counties with a total 
population of 42,000 gave 16,649 blood tests 
as compared to 11,350 tests in three other 
counties with a combined population of 275,- 
327. 

'“T didn’t know when I left home that I 
was going to get married,” the teen-age girl 
told Celestine Sibley on a Saturday night in 
front of a Rossville, Ga., marriage office. 

But she did get married that night to the 
soldier whose hand she held as she talked to 
the reporter. Blood test, license, the reading

Segregation Wins 
Respite, Not Victory 


Governor Jimmy Byrnes’ glee to the con- 
trary, the Supreme Court’s return of the 
South Carolina school segregation case to the 
court where it originated should in no cir- 
cumstance be considered a victory for seg- 
regation. 


The Supreme Court merely said that addi- 
tional information on the issue has been filed 
in the federal district court at Charleston and 
that the justices need the.benefit of “these 
additional facts.” In the lower court pane! of 
three judges last June, segregation was up- 
held in public schools in Clarendon County, 
but the judges ordered that steps be taken to 
set up equal facilities for both races. 


It becomes increasingly apparent that 
sooner or later the South must abandon the 
pattern of school segregation on orders of 
the courts unless separate, but equal, fatilities 
are provided. 

The fact is that. South Carolina, Georgia 
and other Southern states have a moral, if not 
legal, obligation to provide equal school fa- 
cilities for Negro children. Indeed, the obli- 
gation goes beyond that to equality of edu- 
cational opportunity for all children regard- 
less of color or place of residence. The pres- 
ent administration’ has accepted this obli- 
gation. 

Georgia’s legislature is considering a bill 
which would go a long way in speeding this 
equalization process. A disagreement be- 
tween educators and legislators threatens the 
measure, at least for this session of the As- 
sembly. A precious year will be lost before 
the Assembly meets again, and a possible two 
years before the measure could become ef- 
fective. 


We trust that Georgia school people and 
Georgia legislators can compromise their dif- 
ferences in view of the fact that 12 months 
from now may be too late to avoid the con- 
sequences of delay.

Whistle-Stop Train 
Needs More Steam

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29—President Truman 
may be heading for the whistle-stops, but you 


could never tell it from 


some of his recent 


speeches and appointments. As a matter of fact, if he had to fi- 
nance the forthcoming presidential campaign on the funds gath- 
ered or anticipated from his recent appointees, he could scarcely 
progress to the frontiers of the District of Columbia. 


Mr. Truman’s recent diplo- 
matic appointments have not 
only been non-political, but they 
have produced a_ diplomatic 
service that is more profession- 
al than during either the Roose- 
velt or Hoover administrations. 

Of the 69 chiefs of the VU. S. 
diplomatic missions now over- 
seas, 62 per cent are foreign 
service career officers. This 
compares with 51 per cent under 
President Hoover at the start of 
1930. 


It is true that Mr. Truman, 
with the assistance of the 
White House correspondents, 
has devoted most of his press 
conferences since the first of 
the year to a discussion of 
the presidential campaign. It 
fis also true that he has rese- 
lutely refused in these lively 
exchanges with the reporters 
to take himself out of the race. 
But neither his recent pre- 
pared speeches nor his ap- 
pointments support the notion 
that he is thinking primarily 
about running again. 


In the last few weeks, he has 
nominated three foreign service 
officers to head the VU. S. em- 
bassies in the VU, S. S. R., 
Japan, and France: George R. 
Kennan in Moscow, Robert 
Murphy in Tokyo, and James 
C, Dunn in Paris. 


Similarly, when it came time 
to choose a new undersecretary 
of state to replace James Webb, 
he chose a former foreign serv- 
ice officer, David Bruce, pres- 
ent U. S. ambassador to France. 

The same goes for Lincoln 
MacVeigh, veteran ambassador 
to Portugal, who was nominated 
Tuesday to head the U. S. Em- 
bassy in Madrid, and for Loy 
Henderson, who recently took 
over the hot seat in Iran. 


The only recent Truman 
diplomatic appointments that 
could be classed as political are 
Chester Bowles, the former 
Democratic governor of Connec- 
ticut, who now heads the U. S. 
Embassy in India, and Ellsworth 
Bunker, present ambassador to 
Argentina, who is being sent to 
Rome to replace Dunn. Mr. Tru- 
man also appointed Gen. Mark 
Clark to be the first U. S. am- 
bassador to the Vatican, and if 
Mr. Truman was thinking about 
politics on that one, the results 


suggest that he has lost the old 
political touch. 

As a matter of fact, very few 
of the key diplomatic posts are 
now in the hands of men who 
could fairly be classed as po- 
litical appointees. William 
O’Dwyer, former mayor of New 
York, is, of course, in Mexico 
City, and Mrs. Pearl Mesta and 
Charles U. Bay, a couple of non- 
career types, are in Luxembourg 
and Norway. 

All the missions back of the 
iron curtain, for example, are 
run by career foreign service 
officers and so are most of the 
key spots around the periphery 
of the Communist world. 


The former political plums, 
dearly beloved by generous 
contributors to the party treas- 
uries, were Rio de Janerio, 
Mexico City, Havana, Brussels, 
Stockholm, Paris and Rome— 
but Rio, Havana, Paris and 
Stockholm are all under for- 
eign service officers now. 

Moreover, the top U. S. posts 
in Britain and Germany are in 
the hands of Republicans—- 
Walter S. Gifford and John J. 
McCloy. 

Nobody but a career man 
would work very hard to go to 
the Iron Curtain countries and 
their enthusiasm for the as- 
signment is not unlimited. Also, 
all lame ducks and all men who 
are willing to contribute liber- 
ally to the Democratic treasury 
are not all capable of dealing 
with the serious and complex 
issues that now confront the 
chiefs of U. S. missions overseas. 

Nevertheless, there is no evi- 
dence to suggest that Mr. Tru- 
man’s mind is thinking in politi- 
cal terms about these appoint- 
ments—unless it can be assumed 
that things have progressed to 
the point where he thinks good 
appointments are good politics. 

Finally, Mr. Truman’s State 
of the Union message did not 
read like the usual effusions of 
a politician packing for the 
hustings. For a man who did so 
well last time by roaring 
mightily against the opposition, 
Mr. T. has been remarkably 
non-provocative since New 
Year’s. He has,. indeed, from 
time to time been almost his- 
torical, and that must mean

BALTIMORE, Jan. 29-—-\—B—A 
federal grand jury Tuesday ac- 
cused Samuel R. Beard, roly-poly 
Washington gambling figure, of

Since an earlier’ indictment 
charged him with trying to evade 
$478,007 in taxes on his 1944 in- 
come, the new action sent total 
charges against Beard to more 
than $2,100;000. 

The government has filed liens 
totaling $4,167,000 against his 
property, covering claims for 
back taxes, penalties and interest. 

The grand jury accused Beard 
of a $506,740 evasion for 1945: 
$754,393 for 1946, and $402,587 
for 1947. His reported earnings 
for the period ranged from $25,- 
000 to $52,000. - 

Described by prosecutors as 
one of the gambling kingpins of 
the Atlantic Seaboard, Beard was 
linked last year with Frank Erick- 
son, then in the spotlight as a 
witness called by the Senate 
crime committee investigating 
organized gambling.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29—(U.P)—The Senate rules committee ap- 
proved an antifilibuster proposal Tuesday which is expected to be 


filibustered to death if it ever reaches the Senate floor. 


The ‘committee approved a 
‘resolution: to permit the Senate 
to shut off debate on a bill or 
.a motion to take up a bill by a 
‘two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting. 

Southern senators are certain 
to oppose change in the rules since 
they use the filibuster to defeat 
President Truman’s civil rights 
program. 

A constitutional two-thirds of 
the entire Senate—64 votes—now 
is required to invoke cloture, 
the technical term for ending de- 
bate. , 

The Senate must approve the 
rules change and since there is 
no limit whatever on debate over 
rules changes, the proposal can 
be filibustered. 

The late Sen. Kenneth 5S. 
Wherry (Rep., Neb.) originally

There are but few places where an old person can get food, 
shelter and nursing care for $50 a month—and these places, un- 
happily. are for the most part dilapidated old homes, which fall 
far short of hospital standards of cleanliness and safety. 

The Community Planning Council is seeking the answer. Many 
officials are agreed a home for the old and chronically ill should 
be run in conjunction with Grady Hospital and might even be set 
up in some of the old buildings which the hospital will vacate 
when the new Grady is built. 

But the new Grady is not even under construction. It might 
not be finished for years. 


What about those 100 people who must vacate the con- 
demned nursing home within the next few weeks?
